target in case of a positiv e v e rification is initiated upon indication from said verifying step 
that the changing parameter was not previously used . 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended): M e thod The method according to claim 1, 
charact e riz e d by comprising: 

providing an autorun information fil e on said r e cord carri e r, th e autorun information 
fil e provid e r, an automatic execution of a pred e t e rmin e d e xecutabl e fil e automatically 
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executing, after the record carrier is loaded in a reading device, a predetermined executable 
file provided in an autorun-information file on said record carrier . 

Claim 3 (Currently Amended): Method The method according to claim 1, 
charact e rized bv comprising: 

providing automatically executing an autostart file provided on said record carrier T 
which autostart fil e gets automatically e x e cut e d after the record carrier is placed and loaded 
in a reading device and which , the autostart file provid e s including i) a link to start said 
application, or which ii) an indication that the autostart file is a part of said application, or 
which iip an indication that the autostart file is said information file.

Claim 5 (Currently Amended): M e thod A method for starting a secure access to a 
predetermined area of a target server, characterized by the method comprising: 

accessing [[of]] an information file on a copy protected record carrier, which the 
information file compris e s comprising a project identifier and/or or an address of an 
authentication authentication server with which an application using said information file 
can communicate so that the auth e ntification s e rver can initiat e and confirm 

initiating and confirming, bv the authentication server using information contained in 
the record carrier, a connection between a computer on which said application is started and

verifying, by said authentication server, whether or not a changing parameter of the 
computer, in particular which is a randomly generated number and/or or a computer system 
time transmitted from said computer, was not alr e ady previously used and-, wherein 

initiat e s a said connection of said comput e r with said pr e d e t e rmin e d ar e a of said 
targ e t s e rver in cas e of a positiv e v e rification is initiated upon indication from said verifying 
step that the changing parameter was not previously used . 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended): M e thod The method according to claim 5, 
charact e riz e d by comprising: 

starting the application from said record carrier[[,]] or from a serve r, pr e f e rably as a 
download, or via an access-software record carrie r, pr e f e rably after an installation of the 
application on a hard disc of the computer. 

Claim 7 (Currently Amended): M e thod The method according to claim 5, 
charact e riz e d in that further comprising: 

verifying, by said application, v e rifi e s whether or not the record carrier is an original;

p e rforms performing said communication with said auth e ntification authentication 
server in case of a positive verification by the step of verifying, by said application .

initiat e s said connection of said computer with said predetermin e d area of said targ e t 
server in cas e of a positiv e v e rification is initiated upon indication from said verifying step 
that the communication or the transmission of said project identifier is posted .

after a positive verification establishing a connectio n, upon indication from said 
verifying step that the changing parameter was not previously used, between said 
authentification authentication server and said target server is set up by said auth e ntification 
s e rv e r that conn e cts to said targ e t serv e r to s e cur e that connect the computer is conn e ct e d to 
said predetermined area of said target server via said authentification authentication server.

Claim 18 (Currently Amended): Comput e r program product, comprising computer 
program m e ans adapt e d to perform the method st e ps as defin e d in claim 1 or parts th e r e of 
wh e n b e ing ex e cut e d on A computer readable medium having computer executable 
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instructions causing a computer, or a digital signal processo r, or the lik e to perform steps 
comprising: 

providing an information file on a copy protected record carrier, the information file 
comprising a project identifier or an address of an authentication server with which an 
application using said information file can communicate; 

automatically initiating and confirming, by the authentication server using 
information contained in the record carrier, a connection between a computer on which said 
application is started and said predetermined area of said target server that is identified by the 
address of the authentication server or the project identifier; and 

verifying, by said authentication server, whether a changing parameter of the 
computer, which is a randomly generated number or a computer system time transmitted 
from said computer, was previously used, wherein 

said connection is initiated upon indication from said verifying step that the changing 
parameter was not previously used .
